Efe'ypt have now been laid before the 
public In Maj. ronder-s work on the 
Tel A mama tablets, OOtnprialiig a 
translation of the text, with introduc- 
tion and notes, says London Table. 
Inscribed on clay tablets, subsequent- 
ly baked into brick and written in 
Aramaic, the ancient laniruaire of 
Syria. In cuneiform characters, we 
have here nothing less than a series of 
dispatches sent to the Egyptian for- 
eljrn office about 1480 H. C. from Un- 
protected or tributary ltinfs of Canaan, 
imploring assistance arrainst varioua 
Invasions. The most Interesting are 
the letters from the king of .lcriiMiVTTi 
and other chiefs of southern Palest in,-, 
for in them we can trace the dis- 
may and alarm created by the ad- 
vance of Joshua and the Hebrews, 
called "Abiri." and "people of the 
desert." A very striking passage oc- 
curs in one of the dispatches to the 
fufritive monarch, apparently after the
